The change\in the limit of age is a 

very important reform ; and setting aside the other reforms 

which will be bitrolneed | in accordance with the) vecommenda- 

tions of the Commission, that reform alone is worth more 

than the cost of the Commission. Government has been 

-well-advised in not approving the recommendation of the 

Commission for the examination being also held in this coun- 

try. Only the Bengalis, Parsis and Maharatta Brahmans 

who have made progress in English education are in favour 

of the recommendation. But the Muhammadans and other 

classes of the community are very backward, and the country 

is not yet prepared for competative examinations.

3 paper. The interdiction will tend to give wide publicity to 
the seditious articles which appeared in an unknown and 
obscure newspaper.
